Partial confirmation of the confession 
of Henry Spencer, elayer of Mrs. Mil- 
dred AIIison-Rexroat, who, says he 
committed twenty-one murders, waa 
obtained Tuesday night by the Chicago 
police ai Fox Lake. 

A test of his veracity, BUgReated by 
Spencer himself, reatored the ahalcen 
evidence of the delectivea In the stories 
that have been told by the man who 
has painted himself as the arch-Hend 
of the age. 

This test resulted In the discovery of 
a hammar with which Spencer declares 
he killed two persons near Fox Lake, in 
the apot where Spencer said it was 
hidden. 

It was Tuesday afternoon after his 
confession had apparently been riddled 
to pieces by telegrams from the police 
of other cities that Spencer made^aug- 
icestlon to Captain Halpln. 

"If you want to find out whether I 
am tellmg the truth I can tell you 
how," he said. '•When I was on my 
way from Round Lake to Fox Lake 
this spring I killed two persons a man 
and a woman. 

"The hammer I used at this 'fime is 
hidden in the cupola of the Illinois hotel 
at Fox Lake. You will, find it there If 
you search. 

'There will be no bloodstains on it. 
-^ for I cleaned the hammar, but it is the 
one I used in the murder." 

A search for the hammar was made 

at the request of Captain Halpin, and 

according to Constable John J. Walsh 

of Fox Lake, it was found where Spenc- 

- er said it was. 

The hammer has been found and it 
will be turned over to the Chicago. police 
through rae today." said Constable 
Walsh Tuesday night, ''It was discov- 
ered in the little room at the top of 
four flights of stairs in the cupola above 
Illinois hotel. Spencer had occupied 
that room, although he waa known as 
Burke when he worked at Fox Lake, 
There was nothing in the room except 
an old bed, but in the'ceillng.the boards 
at one coaner had been pried away. In 
the hole he had hidden the hammer. ■ 
. '*We searched the small attic made 
by the four sloping side of the cupola 
roof and. found nothing there. The 
whole cupbla.is only eight by eifeht feet 
and every inch was ransacked and the 
walls were pounded, but nothing else 
waa diacoved. " 

The hammer found in the •Illinois 
Hotel had been seen In the possesion 
of Spencer when he worked at the bote 
under the name of Burke. Jack Diener, 
owner of hotel, told yesterday how he 
had inquired of Spencer of or Burke, 
why he had it arid of how Spencer had 
replied that "some one had threatendto 
to get him" and he wanted to "get 
that fellow first." ^ 

Diener also had confirmed another 
point In Spencer's confession— the story 
Spencer told of robbing the hotel. He 
said, however, that Spencer claimed got 
only $50, while Spencer claimed tolhave 
stolen ^00 from the slot machine in the 
hotel. 

No evidence of the two murders at 
Pox Lake has been discovered. The 
only thing which seems to substantiate 
thenr-urderetoryls that a decomposed 
body was found floating in the lake this 
sprlnar. It was thought at the time it 
was that of a drowned man. but the 
^ police now believe it may have been the 
body of one of the victims of the ham- 
mer.

"Chut" Stevens Spn of Mr. and Mrs. 
H. Slcvcns Losses Right Tool 

Word was reclevpd here Saturday 
of n- serious accident thnt happened to 
"Chub" Stevenp, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
A. H. Stevens at Virginia, Minn., the 
latter being a sister of Geo, and Chase 
Webb of this village. The following 
from the Daily Virginian of that city 
gives the facts In the^aae. 

A runaway engine crashing Into the 
roar end of a steamshovel in the Silver 
pit last evening shortly after eleven 
o'clock resulted in the manholes of the 
boiler on the shovel glvmg away,- and 
the hot water scalding two of thb 
shovel crew to death and badly burning 
a third. 

The two who met their death in the 
accident were: Thomas Baxendale. 
aged 32;Bingle;natIve of England. Geo. 
Perkovick. firsman, 26; married. 

W. F. Stevens, better known as 
"Chub" attempted to save the live of 
his fellow workmen by turning oft 
the vjilves on the boiler and stopping 
the escaping steam and in doing so was 
badly scalded and had his right foot 
cut off below the ankle. Stevens* face 
and arms and right foot were badly 
scalded. He was removed to the Len- 
ent hospital, where It is expected he 
will recover. 

"Chub" Stevens, who was in charge 
of the shovel,~?s the youngest son of 
Captain and Mrs. A. H. Stevens of 
Spruce street. He Is yery well known 
here and his accident is deeply regrett- 
ed by a host of friends, who hope for a 
speedy recovery.

It's all due to Voliva's ability to con- 
trol the school board In the township of 
Benton, through haying elected his peo* 
pie to office with the exception of town- 
ship treasurer, a position held by J. D. 
Johnson, candidate for mayor, last 
spring against the VoHva candidate, 
Mr. Clendennln, who is now in office. 
Mr. Johnson, it Is recalled was mayor 
for a time, but was finally ousted by 
the Voliva people. 
Here's the situation: 
Voliva controls the school board 
therefore, it Is admitted, that at least 
four or five teachers were installed as 
teachers September Ist who l^ad no 
certificates from County ^Superintend- 
ent of Schools Simpson. They went 
ahead with their work, their authority 
having been given by the school Hoard. 
But the end of the month arrived— and 
their pay was due. 

The board, as usual Issued orders 
covering their pay and the teachers, as 
has been their wont before, took the 
orders to the Voliva bank where they 
•were cashed, the plan being for the 
Voliva cashier to take the order all in a 
bunch to the treasurer, Mr. Johnson, 
and get the cash for them. 

The teachers thus got their money all 
right and have been spending it since 
thefirst of the month. 

But, here's where Johnson got in 
his fine work. 

When the orders In question were 
presented to Johnson Saturday night 
last he refused to honor them, declar- 
ing he had no right under- the law to do 
so because the teachers in question 
were teaching without having certifi- 
cates permitting them to teach, as 
issued by the county 'snperintendent. 
He therefore most decisively refused to 
honor the orders and has stuck to his 
position ever since. The orders there- 
fore are still being held by the Voliva 
bank awaiting developments. 

The law covering the point in ques- 
tion provides that "no one shall be em- 
ployed or authorized to teach In the 
public schools of the state or be paid 
any part of the school moneys unless he I 
or she shall possess d certlficatie Issued 
by the county superintendent of public 
instruction." 

Thus as the teachers are said to have 
no such certificates, the point waa 
shown to Johnson who recognizes it 
and the refusal to meet their salaries 
followed. 



The Cause of the Wreck Is That an Engine 

Bacltcd into the Swich. the Engineer 

Said There Was no Signal 



One man was killed and two others 
Injured Friday night at 6:15 o'clock In 
the yards of the Chicago & Northwest- 
em railroad in Waukegan. The men 
couphng the air hose on a car when a 
moving freight train backed Into the 
string of cars on which they were work- 
ing. 

The dead: Charles L. Friebel, 20 
years old, Milwaukee, Wis., beheaded 
and crushed. George Chamberiin. 28 
years old. Kenosha. Wis., left arm 
torn completelv out of the socket; 
bruised about body; condition serious. 
Jamis Green, 29 years old, Milwaukee, 
Wis., kneepap injured and shoulder 
bruised but no bones broken, returned 
home Friday night. 

According to the story told by train- 
men and others, the three men. a fourth 
man whose name has not been learned, 
were under freight cars on a siding 
north of the Northwestern roundhouse 
busy in coupling the air hose that they 
could make up part of a train that was 
to have gone out' In the evening. Ac- 
cording to reports these men had neg- 
lected to protect the south end of the 
train by placing a lantern there. 

A string of freight cars waa being 
brought from the sugar refinery and 
was being brought to the north part of 
the yards by a switch engine. One re- 
port has it that an open switch caused 
them to cake the wrong track and 
crashed into the cars on /which the 
men were working. .' Another. reportis 
that the engineer did not see the cars 
because there was no light on them 



Body of a Man found in Fox Lake, 
pose to he Maywood Man 

The dead body of a man supposed to 
be Ben Jensen a painter Jiving In May- 
wood was found floating In the waters 
of Fox Lake Friday mornlngjjy the 
foreman of the Consumers Ice com- 
pany. The body was towed to shore 
and Coroner Taylor of Llbertyville was 
notified. The coroner's jury after mak- 
ing an investigation in the case re, 
turned a verdict that the victim came 
to his death by drowning in a way un- 
known to the jury. 

The body had evidently been in the 
water several days and was in a bad 
state of decomposition. The man was 
a stranger at Fox Lake and no one 
could remember of having seen him 
around there. 

In one of his pockets several cards 
were found and on these the name of 
"Ben Jensen" with the Maywood ad- 
dress were found. 

Coroner Taylor called up Mrs. Ben 
Jensen of May wood and she admitted 
that her husband mysterioqsly disap- 
peared a week ago and she had heard 
nothing of his whereabouts since that 
time. She said that Jensen's brother 
would hasten to Fox Lake to claim the 
remains.

The Lake County Board of Review 
which finished its work In revising as- 
sessors' figures of Lake county on Sept. 
SO. made the unusual record this year 
of lowering the total assessments In 
Lake county instead of making a grand 
ralsf*. as has always been the case. 
The lowering iiTbcess to some extent 
may be credited to the exhorbitant 
raises made by the assessor In Shields 
township atrainst wealthy residents of 
Lake Forest, whose assessments the 
board recognized were unjustly high. 
Here are the interesting figures; 
The board lowered the assessors' fig- 
ures In the whole county from $17,846.- 
^2**iSo*JJAS^'*'320. or a total reduction 
of $32,180, assessed volue, or a full 
value reduction of $96,540.

Whether the name of . the 
gun was given It hecause of the 
fierce Imago on Its base or whether 
the image was cast there because the 
gun was to be called "The Fierce" 
neither the writer nor the superinten- 
dent of the ntate, war and navy build- 




ing, who Is the custodian of thlB and 
otht^r trophy guns, knows. But tho 
face Is there. 

Thousands of tourists gaze on the 
art handles of tho gun. They are 
bronze dolphins. The tourists puzzle 
over or study the coat-of-arms of 
France, tho crown of France, the bat- 
tle emblems, sabers, cannon, drums, 
fiags and trumpets,, the circle of 
fieur-de-lls of the house of Bourbon 
and the faco of Pallas surrounded by 
the raya of a blazing sun. But few 
of the pilgrims ever Btoop to study 
the remarkable face and club at the 
butt of the historic gun, which, by 
tho way, though French, was taken 
by Americans from one of tho forts, 
either the Morro or Sacopa, at the

Larger Customs Revenues.. 
"The customs rovenuea will bo larg- 
er for tho current year, 1914," Scna^ 
tor Simmons said, "beoauBe the rates 
of tho Payno-Aldrlch law havobwn 
for tho force ^quarter, and will Con- 
tinue In force on wool and woolen 
goods until January 1, and on sugar 
until March 1. When the next Ilacal 
year begins, July 1. 1914, all tho ratea 
of the new law will be in operation 
and the tariff duties collected will bo 
amaller. " 

Tho income tax which la collected 
for the calendar year can be collect- 
ed for only ten months of tho present 
year, as the law apeclfled that collec- 
tion shall not go back of. March 1, 
1913. Tho estimated. decreaao In the 
total expenditures of "the government 
for 1914, JB.000.000. Is baaed on the 
fact that smaller expenditures aro 
expected for the army and navy esti- 
mates." 

The balance of the total estimates, 
as given In the treasury estimates, la 
mado up of postal recelpta. Internal 
revenue receipts, tho profits from pub- 
lic land aalea, and other aourcea ot 
federal Income. 

Agricultural Products and Provisions. 
Cattle, sheep and other domestic an- 
imals aultable for use as food, wheat 
and wheat products and eggs, have 
been transferred to the free Hat. Re- 
ductions have been made on oats, but- 
ter, beeta, frozen eggs, peas, green- 
house stock, zante currants, choco- 
late and cocoa aweotened and extracts 
of meats from the rates provided by 
the houae. The rates have been In- 
creased over those provided by the 
house on broken rice, flsli packed In 
oil a'nd ground spices. A rate of 20 
per cent ad valorem Is placed on 
ground spices In addition to the spe- 
cific rate provided by the house on 
unground, Tho senate receded from 
the reduced rate placed on flaxseed 
and iU amendment placing a duty on 
bananas. The house clasBlflcatlon on, 
lemons and other citrus fruits la • ao-' 
copied. 

Papers and Books. 

The houae rotes have been reduced 
on common paper, box, boards, papers 
partly covered with metal leaf or 
gelatine and plain basic papers for 
albumenixing for photographic print- 
ing. The rates provided by the house 
for Burf ace-coated papers suitable for 
covering boxes has been Increased 
from 35 to 40 per cent The senate 
amendments placing speolflo rates 
graduated according to thickness >nd 
bUo have been agreed to with several 
reductions In the rates provided. The 
rates agreed to are approximately 
equivalent . to the ad valorem rates 
provided In the house bill. A specific 



Washington.— According to estV- 
mates completed by tho treasury ex- 
perts. 425,000 American cltUena must 
keep such accurate account of their 
incomes thla year that they will be 
able to report to the Income tax col- 
lector next spring exactly how much 
they owe the government under tho 
new income tax law. 

So far as the taxable American is 
concerned, the Income tax law Is now 
practically In force against him. While 
the tariff law In which tho law Is em- 
bodied will not be signed until next 
week, the first returns do not have to 
be made to tho Internal revenue col- 
lectors before March 1, 1914. But when 
the returns are made they will cov- 
er the income of citizens from March 
1. 1913, to December 31. and the first 
payment of tax will bo for money re- 
ceived during this period. 

Every Blnglo person (citizen or for- 
eign resident) whoso annual Income 
exceeds ?3,000. and every married pe^ 
son wltU an Income abovo 14,000, la 
o'ipected to report his or her re- 
celpU In detail to the government 
agents March 1 of each year. 
To Produce »82,00O,OOO. 
The estimate completed Indicates 
that tho income tax will produce-J82,. 
298,000 from tho 425.000 persona taxed. 
To thlB will be odded tho ?35,000.000- 
or more produced by tho present cor- 
poratlon tax, which is continued as 
part of the law. 

President Wilson, the federal Judges 
of the* Supremo court now holding of- 
fice and employes "of a Btato or any 
DoUtlcal subdlvlBton thereof," are the 
only persona speclflcally exempted 
from the tax by tho new law.

Methods of .Collecting Tax. 
Two prtmary methods of collecting 
tho tax are contained In the law. One 
Is that the Individual return mhde by 
the citizen; the other the returns by 
corporations and other employers who 
pay their, employea' ta«B '"at the 
source." Under tho law as It wiU bo 
BlKaed by Prealdent Wilson next week. 
every large, company employing labor 
will be compelled to report any regu- 
lar Balarlea It pays In excesa o the 
13.000 figurea. and will pay.the taxea 
for lU employes and deduct tlie tax 
from their pay envelopea. ' 

This "payment at the source will 
apply to salarlea, rents. Intereata. roy- 
altiea, partnerahlp proflta and aome 
other Bourcoa of tncome^and perBons 
receiving such incomea muat be pro- 
• pared to show that the money has 
paid Us tax at Its source.

It la a clear provision of tho law, 
however, that tho taxable poraon must 
mrike a return to tho Internal revenue 
collector for hia entire "not income,'* 
and exemptions claimed under the law 
must bo Bubralttod to tho federal offl- 
cers for them to dolormlno upon their 
reaaonableneaa or legality. 

Tho amount of tho income tax, aa 
finally agreed upon, follows; 

From $3,000 to $20,000, 1 per cont.|

Ready to Answer Questions. 
The treasury department la prepar- 
ing for a flood of queatlona obout tho 
new Income tax, realizing that this 
feature of tho tariff bill about to be- 
come law strikes more Intimately at 
tho tax paying citizen than do the 
indirect taxes collected through th* 
cuatoma duties. 

Representative Cordell Hull of Ten- 
neaseo, who drow tho Income tax pro- 
vision of the tariff bill which will soon 
become law. made public a detailed 
explanation of tho tax plan as it will 
touch tho Individual citizen.

How Tax Is Divided. 
"Tho income tax la divided Into two 
phases, the 'normal' tax of ono per 
cont on the whole Income above 
$3,000. and the additional tax that be- 
gins with an extra one per cent above 
$20 000 and la graduated to bIx per 
cent above $500,000. Wherever the 
Income tax Ib paid 'at the source' by a 
corporation for Ita employee or In aiml- 
lar cases, only the ono per cont noi^ 
mal tax Is so paid. 

"The individual has to pay any a^ 
dlUonal tax himself. The provisions 
of tho law requiring the tax to bo 
withheld at the source does not take 
effect until November 1, 1D13. 

"For the first year the citizen will 
make return to the local internal reve- 
nue collector before March 1. 1914, 
as to his earnings from March 1. 1913. 
to the end of thla year. The collector 
will notify him. Juno 1 how much 
he owes and the tax muat be paid 
by June 30. After next year tho tax 
will apply on the full calendar year. 
. "If tho income of a peraon la under 
$3,000. or If the tax upon same Is 
withheld for payment at the aource, 
or if the same Is to bo paid elsewhere 
In tho United States, aflldavlt may be 
made to such fact and thereupon no 
return will bo required. 

Covers Incomes of All CItlzena, 
"Tho tax covers all Incomea of citi- 
zens of tho United States, whethe.r liv- 
ing hero or abroad; thoao of foreign- 
ers living in the United States, and 
tho net. Incomes from property owned 
or business carried on In tho United 
Statos by persons living abroad. 

"The net Income Includes all in- 
come from salaries or any compensa- 
tion for personal services; Incomes 
from tmdea. profeaaionB, business, or 
commerce; from sa^ea or dealings In 
personal property or real estate; from 
intereat, rent, dividends from securl- 
tlOBi for iir buslnoBB carried on for 

gain. 

■ "BequeaU will not be conaldered In- 
come, nor will llfo Insurance paid to 
a beneficiary or returned to the In- 
aured person aa a 'paid up' or 'sur- 
rendered policy' be taxable. Intereat 
on auch property will be Included as 
Income, however. 

"The amount that may be deductea 
from a total Income Includes the cost 
of carrying on bualneas. actual loases, 
depreclaUon allowances, and tax ex- 
empt or tax paid money. Uvlng ex- 
penses cannot be deducted, nor can 
money spent for permanent Improve- 
ments to property. 

Forma to Bo Ready Soon. 
"The form that U to be filled out 
by the taxpayer will be drawn up 
soon by tho commissioner of Internal 
revenue. The taxpayer will have ^o 
give his gross revenue and then speci- 
fy and claim the deductions to which 
he feels entitled. , , ■ ij

Oct 6.— President Wil- 
son affixed his slgnaturo to the tariff 
bill at ten minutes past nine o'clock 
Friday night this being tho last pro- 
ceeding necessary to make it a law. 
The new law became operative at 
midnight 

The signing of the bill marks tho 
end of almost six months of legislative 
work since ita Introduction April 7. It 
marks also the death of tho Payno- 
Aldrlch tariff bill. 

Tho signing took place In tho presi- 
dent's big private office in tho execu- 
tive offices. In tho presence ot tho 
cabinet the tariff commltteo of Uio 
two houaea, the speaker and tho vice- 
president and a score of newspaper 
men. 

An impressive silence prevailed na 
the president delivered an extempor- 
aneous speech in easy, natural tones. 
"Gentlomon. I feel a very peculiar 
pleasure." aald the prealdcnt. "in what 
I have just done by way ot taking part 
In the completion ot a great piece of 
buslneaa. It la a pleaauro which la 
very hard adequately to express In 
words, because the feeling 1 have la 
that we have done tho rank and fllo of 
tho people of this country a great 
service." 

"I have had tho accompUahment of 
something like thiB at heart over 
since I was a boy, and I know men 
standing around mo who can Bay tho 
same thing— who have been waiting to 
see the, things done which it waa nec- 
essary tt) do In order that there might 
be justice In the United States. 

"And so It Is a solemn moment that 
brings such aibuslness to a conclusion, 
and I hope I shall not bo thought to' 
bo demanding too much of myaelf or 
of my colleagues when I say that this, 
great aa It la. Is tho accomplishment 
of only half tho journey. We have sot 
tho business of this country free from 
those conditions which have made 
monopoly not only posslblo but In a 
sense easy and natural. But there la 
no use taking away tho conditions of 
monopoly If wo do not take away also 
the power to create monopoly; and that 
Is a financial rather than a merely 
circumstantial and economic power. 

"Tho power to control and guide 
and direct tho credits of tho country 
Is the power to say who shall and who 
shall not build up tho Industries of tho 
countrj-. in which direction they shall 
be built, and In which direction thoy 
Bhall not bo built We now are about 
to take tho second atop, which will be 
the final atop in a^^ttlng. tho buslnesB 
ol this country free. That la what 
we shall do In tho currency bill, which 
tho houflo already has passed, and 
which I havo tho utmost confidence 
tho senate will pass much sooner than 
some peBslnilatlc individuals

Nothing but pralso can bo 
said of tho way In which the Idea has 
been carried out by tho architects 
and buUders, Messrs. Maugo and 
Hamel. 

To start with, they had nothing but 
tho land on which to build the house, 
and tho Idea of copying one of tho 
oldest houses In Llsleux. which, some 
years ago. was pulled down and tho 
materiala taken to England. From 
tho photographs of this house the 
architect made hla plana, improving 
on it by adding parts modeled on 
other exiating houses, notably sur- 
roundings of Valmont. The material 
with which this reconatructed houao

Last apring I put a small handful of 
dry poultry manure In each hlU when 
I r planted my potatoes, except four 
pieces of rows. 

On thcsQ I used 14 por cent, super- 
phosphato In the hill at the rate of 
about 250 pounda per aero. 

I noticed throughout the growing 
season that tho potatoes manured with 
tho poultry manure were growing 
much faster than tho others. Tho 
soil was just about tho samo In both 
places, as was tho cultivation. 

When tho potatoes reached ma- 
turity r dug 2-1 hills of each of two 
rows lying adjacent to each other.
